1 . The amendments filed January 3 1 , 2007 have been entered. 

2. The amendment to the priority statement on page 1 of the specification is acknowledged. 

3. The objection to claims 5 and 6 is withdrawn, upon further consideration. 

4. The rejections of claims 1-6 and 13-33 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting are obviated by the submission of the terminal disclaimers. 

5. The rejections of claims 2, 3, 24, 26, 33, and 34 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph 
are withdrawn, in light of the claim amendments filed January 31, 2007 and below.
